Fatal Explosion in Snn Francisco. 
S an F rancisco, January 24th.—This after­ 
noon, about 3:30, a metal explosion occurred 
at the Kisdon Iron Works ir. this city, re­ 
sulting in the death of one of the employes 
of tbe establishment and the fatal wounding 
of another. The names of the victims are 
John Lyden aDd Thomas Brady. The latter 
isa brother of Rev. Father Brady, of Menlo 
Park. The men were engaged in heating two 
brass cylinders, or pump plungers. A tire 
was built in the open area in the rear of the 
iron works, in which the cylinders were 
placed. The cylinders toon exploded with a 
very loud noise, which was heard several 
blocks away. Fragments of the metal flew 
in all direction?, smashing in the side of the 
yard and crushing the windows. Both men 
were knocked down, and were picked up in­ 
sensible. They were conveyed to St. M ary’s 
Hospital, where Lyden died in a few min­ 
utes. Brady was still alhe at last accounts, 
but there are very slender hopes of his re­ 
covery. Lyden sustained a fatal concussion 
of the brain, while Brady had a jaw 
fractured, aud received other injuries about 
the head. Lyden was aged 30 years, leaves a 
wife aud one child, residing in this city. 
Brady is aged X», and has a wife ana two 
children. When the explosion occurred the 
employes of the iron wctks supposed the 
boiler of the establishment had burst, and, 
rushing out, found the men iyiDg uncon- 
ious. 
Flint and llarlior Cniiiiulssloners. 
S an F rancisco, January 24th.—The rooms 
of the Chamber.of Commerce were crowd-.d 
this afternoon with representative business 
men cf the city from the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Board of Trade, Harbor Commistion- 
era, the Shipowners’ Association ami Pilot 
Commissioners, who assembled to meet the 
joint committee on Ccmmsrce and Navigation 
of the Senate and Assembly, to investigate 
the 'affairs of the Boards of Pilot Commie- 
sioners and Harbor Commissioners. James 
V. Coleman was elected Chairman, and Sen­ 
ator Lynch Vicc-Pre>idont. It was decided to 
first investigate the aff.ira of the Piict 
Commis-ioner?. 
and 
C. 
T. 
IIopkinB, 
Chairman of the committees from the 
B ard of Trade and California Ship­ 
owners’ 
Association, 
was 
invited 
to 
address tho meeting. He made an earnest 
speech, relating his experience in looking into 
the books of the Pilot Commissioners, the re­ 
sult of the examination, and denouncing ia 
roundest terms the present pilot monopoly. 
He alluded to the public ( pinion, that the 
pilots were in league with the tugboat com­ 
pany ; also that the tugboat company was 
supposed to receive 55 per cent, of the gross 
receipts for pilotage. Captain Travers was 
examined, and said : I am a Pilot Commis­ 
sioner, appointed iu 1380; am not interested 
ia any vessel; the expena-:s of the Commis­ 
sioners monthly arc about 8150; never 
heard of any rebate made in pilo’age; 
the duties of the Commissioners are to 
keep the pilots straight, and generally over­ 
see their doings ; never, in his knowledge, 
had any contract been made, either by the 
pileta or by the Commissioners, with masters 
of vessels ; the bonks of the Commi?sioners 
are kept in the “ingle entry system ; there are 
twenty pileta in port, and one at Mare 
Island ; the Commissioners do not handle a 
dollar of money ; all the receipts go to the 
Port A dm iral; the percentage due the pilots 
and Commissioners is divided at the end of 
each month by him ; the Port Admiral’s 
name is J arlifif; he is a pilot, elected by 
pilots ; don’t think he coula easily report 
false receipts of fees. 
After a long examination of Captain Trav­ 
ers, Assemblyman Weaver introduced a res 
olution directing the Pilot Commispioners to 
produce before the commilt e at 9 o’clock 
A. M. their bcoke, pipers, statements, etc., 
connected with the Commission. The res­ 
olution was adopted. 
In response to the 
queries of Assemblyman Hughes, Captain 
Travers admitted that he had been to Sacra­ 
mento, bnt denied having declared to a news 
paper correspondent that the measure before 
the Legislature wgs a cinch bill. The com 
rnittee adjourned till 10 a. m. to-morrow. 
Sensation In a Cemetery—Nearly a Serl- 
ons Riot. 
San F rancisco, January 24th.—A very 
exciting scene occurred to-day, on the occa­ 
sion of the burial of the twenty-one China­ 
men who were killed by the giant powder 
explosion at Berkeley last Sunday afternoon. 
Elaborate preparations had been made by 
friends of the deceased, with a view of giving 
tbe defnnct Celestials a respectable burial, 
and every available hearse in the city wa? 
engaged, in addition to eight dead wagons. 
The procession, headed by a long array of 
mourners, proceeded to the Chinese cemet- ry. 
Meantime permits from the Health Officer 
had been sent oat in advance, but unfortn- 
natply, on being counted by the Superinten­ 
dent of interments, one permit was found to 
be missing, and when the funeral cortege ar­ 


rived at th” cemetery the Superintendent re­ 
fused to allow all the bodies to be taken in­ 
side until the permit was produced. The 
Celestials in vain protested against the or­ 
der excluding the last wag n. containing four 
bodies, and by dint of argument were finally 
allowed to convey the three prescrib'd corpses 
within the limits of tbe cemetery, the fourth 
being excluded. A long argument followed, 
witfiout changing the determination of the 
officials. Words finally led to blows. The 
Superintendent was sum unded by yelling 
heathens, who crowded him to the wail. Ho 
finally sent for the grave-diggers, who put in 
au appearance, armed with shovels. 
The 
Celestials picked np stones, dirt and pieces of 
wood, and savagely commenced an attack on 
the officials, who in tnrn charged the enemy 
with a force consisting of grave-diggers, 
hack drivers and drivers of hearses. The 
Chinamen then began ponndiug cue nm ther 
with their fiats, but by a clever movement 
they were finally forced outside the gate, 
which was barred. A t last cne Chinaman 
cried out that he had found the missing per­ 
mit, tho gates were unbarred aud the excited 
Celestials were readmitted. The burial then 
proceeded without further disturbance. The 
affair at one time locked very seriou?, and 
had not the permit been discovered a bloody 
riot would certainly have resulted, as the 
Chinamen seemed determined to bght for 
their claimed rights. 
Vessels Overdne. 
San F rancisco, January 24th.—Quite a 
number of vessels are overdue at this port. 
The ship St. John Smith, 203 days out from 
Liverpool, shou'd have arrived here two 
months ago. She baa a large cargo of coal, 
and nothing has been heard from her since 
her departure. The ship Kilobaud is 309 days 
out fr -m Hull. The ship W. R. Grace, from 
New York, is fully overdue, but no particu­ 
lar anxiety is felt on her account, ahe ship 
Majestic is overdue from Sydney, N. S. W. 
The four masted, full-rigged ship W. H. W il­ 
son is considerably overdne here from Liver­ 
pool.

as they make little if any provision for win­ 
ter, they are suffering from cold and hunger. 
The settlers are conti ibuiing to their sup­ 
port, and it is feared that they will commence 
killing stock to keep themselves from starv­ 
ing to death. According to the census taken 
under the supervisión of Major Powell, a 
Government Agent, there are over 800 Piuces 
ia this county, and very few of them are 
earning a livelihood by work this cold weath­ 
er.

T h e P o ssib le A n n u a l Y ie l d o f a F o r­ 


e s t —The basis on which all round forest 
management depends, says Col. G. F. Pear­ 
son, is the revenue which any forest can 
be made to pay—that ia to say, tbs income 
which it will produce in proportion to the 
volume of the standing trees, or, in other 
word?, its eapitalizid value. 
To this end 
a forest should be considered as so much 
capital, represented by so m3ny cubic feet 
of wood ; while the amount of wood pro­ 
duced each year, by its growth, represents 
the interest thereon, and, in fact, is the 
revenue of the forest. 
It is evident that 
it is possible to ent and remove every year 
a quantity of timber equal to tl is anm al 
increase of wood, without diminishing the 
volume of the standard crop. 
The possi­ 
ble annual yield of a forest may be es i- 
mated on the basis of a calculation that a 
tree, ten feet in girth, which makes a rin» 
of wood of only one-eigbth of an irch n 
thickness, adds to its bulk at the rate of 
rather more than one cnbic foot of timber 
annually for every ten feet of the length ot 
its stem ; or, in other words, such a tree, 
if its stem be thirty feet in bight, will, in 
thirty years, have increased in bulk by at 
least one hundred feet of solid timber. 
A t 
the same time, during these thirty years, 
'.he young trees which are springing np will 
have become perfectly bardy, and capable 
of supporting the whole force of the sum­ 
mer heat and winter frost.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The W alden Case.—The trial in the 
Walden perjury case waB resumed in the Su­ 
perior Court yesterday. 
The motion to 
withdraw certain testimony on which argu­ 
ment was pending when the Court adjourned 
the day before was denied. W. E. Turner, 
of Modesta, opened (he case for the defense. 
O car 15. Lyons was the first witness called. 
He testified that he saw Williams in Mo­ 
desto about noon on Monday, and that W al­ 
den sent Williams and himself down to the 
ranch to get the filly on Tuesday. L. C. 
W alder, son of the defendant, testified that 
he saw Williams and Mackall at defendant’s 
ranch on the day before the fair commenced, 
at about 7 or 8 o’clock iu the morning, and 
ate breakfast with them, and that Williams 
and Lyons came there after the filly about 
10 or 11 o’clock the next day, and that the 
fair commenced on Wednesday. W. Hen­ 
drick, G. W. Gilmore, J. 11. Flanagan and LT. 
G. Findley testified relative to the general 
reputation of Williams for truth and veracity 
at his home, and stated that it was bad. 
Court Reporter Davis was recalled for the 
purpose of reading testimony given in the 
Williams case, to show that witnesses had 
teatlfisd differently iu that nasa from what 
they did in the present one. 
Thomas S;n- 
nott, a ranch laborer in Stanislaus county, 
testified that on Monday afternoon he met 
Williams on horseback on the road a Lw 
miles from Modesto, and Williams tola him 
he was going over to the Stanislaus river. He 
described the color cf the horse end the dress 
of Williams very minutely, which corrobo­ 
rated other tes-imony iu the ease. 
The Court 
then adj.urncd nntil 10 a. m. to-day. It will 
probably take three or four days yet to con­ 
clude the trial. 
The W eather.—The north wind has en­ 
tirely subsided, and the temperature has 
moderated to a great extent. The minimnm 
temperature y esterday was 39° and the maxi­ 
mum 51°. A t 2 o’clock in the afternoon a 
Blight rain began to fall, and was still raining 
moderately at midnight, with a good pros­ 
pect for considerable rainfall. The fall up to 
8;02 P. ir. last night, according to Sergeant 
Bar wick’s report, was .15 of an inch, making

Toe barometer was fallmg very rapidly at 
Portland and Roseburg. There was .91 of 
an inch at San Fraccieco from 12 o’clock, 
noon, to S p. a. The rainfall along the Pa­ 
cific slope during the preceding twenty-four 
hours w as: At Olympia, .45 of an inch; 
Portland, .28 of an inch ; Rcsabnrg, .42 of an 
inch ; Red Bloff, .54 of an inch ; Sacramento,

inch. The weatuer ia light rain from Olym­ 
pia to San Branch c> r.nd Sccramíulo, and 
cloudy south of those points except at L tb 
Angeles, it being clear there.

UNIVfRalT? 
APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Regeuts of the University of Cali­ 
fornia petition tho Legislature for au ap­ 
propriation of $15,000 for purposes that 
justify the request. 
It appears that the 
mountain lands of the Diablo range, were 
uncovered with vegetation, are in danger of 
bring washed into San Francisco bay, and 
these include the treeless highlands of the 
University site. 
The soil having been de­ 
prived of grass by tire and grazing, no 
roota of vegetation remain to bind it. 
The 
ground squirrels have been driven from the 
plains, and have taken refuge in the hills, 
where they have increased until they are to 
be counted only by myriads. 
They burrow 
through the soil to the bedrock, honeycomb­ 
ing the hills. When the rains descend, and 
tbe soil is moistened thoroughly, landslides 
occur ; and unless the evil is abated, will 
continue until the mountain land is stripped 
to tho bed-rock and completely ruined. 
For the extermination of the squirrels and 
the replenishment of tbe soil w ith vegeta­ 
tion, it is estimated $1,140 will be required. 
The sum of $1,460 Í3 needed for prnning 
and cleaning out the forest and shrubbery 
of the University site, and save the trees 
and shrubs from decay and destruction by 
tiro. 
These two items are those of press­ 
ing necessity. 
About $2,000 are asked for, 
with which to construct 
much-needed 
fencing toincbse the University site. Some 
dangerous bridges on the grounds require 
repairs, and the buildings stand in great 
need of painting or oiling, and without 
which the property will soon suffer dam­ 
age. 
These two item3 will entail an ex­ 
pense of $3,400. 
For making and improv­ 
ing roads $1,000 is asked. 
The remaining 
item of $5,000 is called for to convert tho 
grounds around the Bacon Art and Library 
BuiidiDg into terraces, or sightly slopes, an 
improvement in the line of ornamentation 
th at 
sooner or 
later must be made, 
unless 
the grounds 
arc to 
be 
left 
in 
an 
unsightly 
condition, 
and 
marred 
by 
a 
filthy winter lagoon. 
In addition, the Regents ask for $42,800 
for continuation of work and experiments, 
and for cases, instruments, etc., in the 
agricultural department, physical labora­ 
tory, and the departments of Mechanics, 
Mines, Engineering and Viticulture. 
The 
Regents certify that all these items have 
received their carefal consideration, and 
arc deemed absolutely necessary for the 
preservation of .State property, and to con­ 
tinue the experimental and practical work 
of the departments named. 
Examination 
of the official reports concerning the Uni­ 
versity confirms what the Regents say. 
It 
is to be hoped th at the sum they ask for 
will be voted without hesitancy, and tnat 
neither in this business m atter nor in any 
legislation concerning this, the leading 
State institution, will there be any illib­ 
era lly or narrow policy.

Barely a Quorum of the Senate Present— 
The Work in the assembly. 
The business of the Legislature is at present be­ 
ing transacted almost entirely in th e committees, 
and a great many members are absent on committee 
duty. The Senate session was a brief one yeeter- 
day, and the Assembly postponed action on ail im­ 
portant measures until there should be a larger 
attendance. 
The Sanate was cabed to order at 10 o’clock by 
President pro tern. Del Valle. 
Only te.enteen 
Senators answered to the roll-call, and on motion of 
Filcher a call of the Senate was oriered. 
The doors 
were ordered c'osed and the Sergeant at-Arms fu r­ 
nished with a list of the absentees not having leave 
of absence. 
He retired, and soon returned with 
Senators McClure, Uarrigan aed Sullivan, where- 
u p o D , on motion of Crosa, further proceedings under 
the call were dispem ed with. 
The cause of the 
failure to have a quorum was the fact th at several 
committees are absent, by leave, on investigations. 
The Committee on Education reported back ad­ 
versely the several bills providing for State series of 
text-books, on the ground th at they are in conflict 
with tiie provisions of Section 7 of Article IX. of the 
Constitution. 
Tiie first and second reading fiiea were cleired up. 
Kelly of San Francisco introduced a bill which 
provides th at “ in all cases where any individual or 
insurance company or companies authorized bylaws 
of this State to take risks and issue policies of in­ 
surance against fires, and transact the business of 
insurance in tlis State, w hether incorporated by 
this or any other State, shall insure or issue a poli­ 
cy of iosurau-e against loss by fire upon the real 
property of any individual or corporation in this 
State, and the property so insui ed shall be wholly 
destroyed, without criminal fault on the part of the 
accused, the am ount cf insurance w ritten in said 
policy or policies shall be taken and deemed tbe 
true value of the property at the tim e of such kss, 
and the am ount of the loss sustained by the indi­ 
vidual or corporation in whose favor the said policy 
was issued, and such am ount shall be taken and 
deemed the measure of dam ages.” 
Kelly of Solano introduced two bills amending tbe 
license laws. 
One reduces the licensesfon traveling 
m erchants and pack peadlere, and the other in­ 
creases the licenses o.i those engaged in the sale of 
spirituous and malt liquors, and provides for a cer­ 
tificate of the moral standing of the dealer. 
Yrooman introduced a bill to abolish the office of 
Enrolling Clerk. 
Spencer of Napa introduced a bill to prevent the 
lapsing of schools. 
Chandler intioduced a bill which repeals the law 
protecting duck?, rail and marsh-hens. 
At 10:55 the Senate adjourned until 10 a. m. to­ 
day. 
The Assembly m et at 10 o’clock, Speaker LaRue 
in tho Chair. 
booth tendered his resignation aa a m em ber of 
the Committee on State Prisons, and it was ac­ 
cepted. 
Granger, ftom the Committee on Claims, teported 
back adversely the claim of E. G. Jeffris. 
Various bills were reported back by the Commit­ 
tees on Ways and Means, Fish aud Game and County 
Boundaries. 
A resolution was 
introduced 
by Biiiei, and 
adopted, calling on ail committees to report tiie 
num ber of clerks employed by them , the am ount of 
service rendered and tho compensation allowed. 
Brown introduced a bill to abolish the office of 
Commissioner of Immigration ; Harvey, one rel­ 
ative to the entries of orders and decrees iu probate 
proceedings; and Reeves, one repealing Acts con­ 
cerning fees and salaries of certain officers in the 
city and county of San Francisco. 
W harton introduced a bill providing th at every 
company, corporation or association formed or or­ 
ganized under the laws of this State for the trans­ 
action of business in fire, marine or inland trans­ 
portation insurance, shall have a subscribed capital 
stock equal at least to five hundred thousand dol­ 
lars, twenty-five per cent, of which must be paid in 
before the issue of any policy-. 
The general file was taken up and a num ber of 
bills read. 
A. B. 5, repealing the Sunday law, was readied, 
and after various motions for delay it was mad-- tho 
special order for Friday, February 2d, at 10 o’clock. 
H eath’s bill to prohibit the taking of trout from 
any of the stream s cf the State between the months 
of November and May caused considerable discus­ 
sion. 
Rowland moved to amend by inserting the 
words “ except by hook and line.” 
Further consid­ 
eration of the bill was postponed until the author 
should be present. 
Walrath introduced a bill to transfer all the 
moneys now iu the drainage fund to the general 
fund ; Granger, one declaring Feather river, be­ 
tween its mouth and B urt’s Ferry, a navigable 
stream ; and Healey, one to provide against pawn­ 
brokers charging an unlawful rate of iulercst. 
Murdock introduced a bill providing that every 
person who keeps open on Sunday, before tile hour 
of 12 o'clock M., any- store, woikshop, bar, saloon, 
banking-house, or other place of business, for the 
purpose of transacting business, or who shall keep 
open any barbershop after 12 o’clock u., is guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and punishable by a ticó not less 
tha i $5 nor more than 850, 
At the afternoon session Carey of Alameda was 
excused from sep ¡ng on the Committee on State 
Prisons, 
A resolution v-as adopted authorizing the Commit­ 
tee on Public Expenditures to send for persons and 
papers and employ au expert in the ex limitation of 
the affairs of tire Immigration Commissioner. 
A. B. 105, providing for the appropriation by the 
State of the waters of ail rivers, lakes and flowing 
stream s, other than navigable waters, for the pur­ 
poses of irrigation, mining, etc., was made the spe­ 
cial order for Tuesday next at 10 o’clock A. M., after 
considerable discussion. 
The balance of the afternoon was consumed in the 
reading of a few bills and a very lengthy dis.ussion 
on amendments to the game law.

The Senate Committee on Elections have kept up 
sessions for several evenings, in crnsideratiou of 
the ease of Bro jks vs. Steele, for a seat in the Senate 
from the district comprising the counties of Santa 
Barbara, Sin Luis Obispo and Ventura.
